Barton Flat Road 

Another $2500 was voted by the 
Supervisors Monday to complete the 
Mill Creek road to Barton Flat, and 
it is now thought that Contractor 
Hilend will be able to complete = it 
within three weeks. Reports to the 
Supervisors had it that the road is 
now completed to Force Creek, the 
tributary which joins the Santa Ana 
trom the south at Stetson’s, a 
short distance below Seven Oaks, 
and from there a road crosses the 
eanyon and climbs the grade to 
Clark's, so that it is possible to go 
in by way of Mill Creek, cross ov 
er into the Santa Ana and proceed 
thence into Bear Valley via the 
Clark hill 

The total cost of the Mill Creek 
road to Barton Flat is now figured 
at $57,500, and it furnishes a splen- 
did grade, as well as a_ beautiful 
route, and iit is possible to get into 
the upper Santa Ana over a road 
that does not exceed a six per cent 
grade
